| wellexcrciſed in the vie of their Armes, tothegrear 
commendation and honourofthar Chiefes and Com- 
manders, that theſe many yeares the like hath not been 
ſtene in theſe-Countries, wanting nothing but an Ene+ 
mie, to giue teltimonie of their valour, yeathovgh hee 
were double thcir number.

Vpon the tenth of September,Prince Menrice marched 
away bctime in-the morning, his diuiſion hauing the 
Vantguard, Count Erze{/the Battaile, and Grave Wil- 
liam the Rere, thinking without doubt to hauc encoun- 
ered the Marques Spinols, neare vntothe Towne of Rar, 
whom wee vndceritood was comming by thatway, to 
tcrcethe Towne;becauſe hee was defeated of his pur- 
poſe the day before, attempting to ſurprize it on the

Vpon the cleuenth of September, the Companies 
weredrawne forth before the Towne of Res, which 
for a ſmal time ſtood out,inſomnch as certaine Wag- 
gon-men (or Voer-men, asthey call them) being 
with ſome Souldicrs in an Hop garden, by the walls 
ofthe Towne, were ſhot; whereupon his Excellen- 
cic himſelfe on horſe-back, went to the Gates, and 
told them vpon the Walls, thatif they diſcharged c- 
ncn but one ſhot more, he would beate the T owne 
about their cares, and giue the ſpoile to the Soul- - 
diers: hereupon (though with much difficultic and 
doubt) they yeelded.

lonel Brozes, and ten of Hewderſons, T he Battaile of 
the Battaile conliſted of twelve Companies of Gene- 
rall Cec:/s,and foure Companies of A/maines, (diſtant 
from the battaile of the Vantgard two hundicd foot 
ſtanding even againſtit) in the Rere of the Battaile 
werethe reſt of the 4lmaive companies.
